" The prevailing Newmarket prac- 
tice of treating the fixed assess- 
ment of industries as the full 
assessment also was questioned in 
a letter from the department of 
municipal affairs before the town 
council on Monday evening. 

The letter, addressed to N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., town clerk, treas- 
urer and solicitor, and signed b> 
M. I. Jones, supervisor, department 
of municipal affairs, was as fol- 
lows. "It has been brought to my 
attention that the town of New- 
market has granted fixed assess- 
ments to local industries and upon 
reference to your clerk's return 
you report that the by-law with re- 
spect to the Davis Leather Co. 
fixes the assessment in the amount 
of $39,000 and' that this by-law runs 
from 1934 to 1944. The by-law for 
the Office Specialty Manufacturing 
Co. Ltd. in the amount of $50,000 
runs from 1937 to 1947. 

"According to your return, it 
would seem that these fixed assess- 
ments are used as the basis of 
.levying the taxes for all purposes 
and that these industries are not 
paying on their actual assessment 
for schools and direct relief. 

"In this connection I would re- 
fer you to the provisions of clause 
(a) subsection 1 of section 405 
which states 1 that the fixed assess- 
ment shall not apply to or affect 
taxation of i school purposes or 
local improvements. 
'"I would appreciate if you -would 
advise whether my contention is 
right, and if; so your recommenda- 
tions as to how this matter may be 

adjusted." I 

Mr. Mathews* reply, as follows, 
-was read to the council: "I have 
your letter of the 1st instant here- 
in. I believe that the statements 
contained in your letter are quite 
correct. Although you asked for 
my recommendations in the mat 
ter ! do not believe that this is a 
matter over j which I have any con- 
trol, as it is part of the duties of 
the assessor to assess in accord- 
ance with the act. It so happens 
in Newmarket that the assessor 
assesses the actual value of these

industries at the, amount of the 
fixed assessment and as I have of 
course no control over the assessor 
I do not see what I can do about 
it. ! 

"Trusting that you will see my 
position in the matter." j 
. /"That brings up a difficult 
question," commented Mayor Dr. 
L. W. Dales. 

"It's a matter of policy," said 
Reeve F. A. Lundy. 

"} think in. future we should 
stick to the act," said Dr. Dales. 

"We should probably have a 
meeting of the finance committee 
with the industries, and perhaps 
we can arrange something that 
will mean additional revenue to

One person was killed and an- 
other seriously Injured as the re- 
sult of an automobile accident, a 
mile north of Queensville, early 
Sunday morning. 

Eric Pickerell. aged 19. Mount 
Pleasant road. Toronto, died four 
hours after his removal to York 
County Hospital. sHis brother, 
Harvey, aged 17. of Queensville, 
sustained a broken shoulder. 

According to police, the accident 
happened on the York County 
highway, when the Pickerell car 
was being overtaken by another 
car reportedly driven by Murray 
Johnson, aged 18. of Queensville. 
Johnson escaped with slight abras- 
ions. 

Constable Joseph Jardine, of 
East Gwillimbury Township, re- 
ported that the Johnson and Pick- 
erell cars sides-wiped, then the lat- 
ter veered into a high bank of 
ground on the east side of the road. 

Following the collision, the Pick- 
erell car rolled over three times, 
while the Johnson car careened 
down the highway, coming to rest 
in an upside down position. 

"Both cars were practically de- 
molished," Constable Jardine re- 
ported. "It's a miracle that John- 
son wasn't seriously injured." 

"Pickerell had lived in Toronto 
and spent weekends with his fam- 
ily at Queensville. He was re- 
turning to his parents' home, with 
liis brother Harvey, when the ac- 
cident occurred. 

An Inquest has not yet been or- 
dered by Coroner Dr. J. H. Wesley.

PUTTING THINGS IN TINS 



Announcement that the need for conserving our stores 
of tin will shortly show its effects in the shelves of Canadian 
groceries reminds us how much we have come to depend 
upon preserved foods. 

Two or three decades ago the good housewife had her 
"preserving" season- when in an orgy of boiling and canning 
she "did down" quantities of fruits, to a lesser degree veget- 
ables. That is still the custom in a great number of homes, 
' but in countless others the tin opener has taken the place of 
the preserving kettle. The bride and her can-opener used to 
be a stock joke, but the bride had her answer — the quality and 
cheapness of the tinned goods the grocer offered* her were not 
likely to be matched by anything she could produce in her 
amateurish way. 

So it has come about in recent years that a very wide 
variety of food was sold in tins— not only fruit but fruit juice, 
vegetables, soup, fish, meats, jam, and scores of other delicac- 
ies for the Canadian table. Canned ^oods nowadays must 
account for a large part of the grocer's sales. 

But now there is not enough tin for all Its accustomed 
uses. Some foods ordinarily put up in cans, beans for in- 
stance, are to he denied- that form of container, and there are 
restrictions oa sizes and types. Glass containers will be used 
more freely, we are told, and sturdy paper packages may be 
developed. Of one thing we may be certain: the manufactur- 
*rh will be turning all their ingenuity to the problem of this 
gigantic preserved-food industry which has become as impor- 
tant to agriculture as to the consuming public.

It is Easter Sunday morning. 
The Christian world rings with 
the announcement of a prophesy 
fulfilled, "Unto you that fear My 
name, shall the Sun of Righteous- 
ness arise with healing in His 
wings." Although this prophesy 
did not necessarily refer to the 
Master's resurrection, but to His 
coming to earth, and to His work 
as a whole, *we realize none the 
less that if Jesus had not arisen, 
there would be no healing in His 
wings. | 

If a little boy, say of seven to 
ten years, were to ask me the 
meaning of Easter, I would like to 
answer him in the following man- 
ner; 

On a night suitable, when the 
stars were giving their glimmer of 
light to a darkened earth, I would 
get the little fellow out of his bed 
about one hour before sunrise. 
Hand in hand we would walk 
through the lanes and fields to a 
hill-top where we might have an 
unrestricted view of the eastern 
sky. 

On the hill-top, wo would find a 
log or a flat stone, or perhaps just 
a rail fence to sit upon. Sitting 
there, I can imagine that my little 
companion would' snuggle closer to 
me: that I would feel him shiver a 
little in tho cold, damp air of early 
morning. , 

• 

I would ask him what he 
thought of our early morning vigil. 
and he might answer something 
like this:— "It is so black in those 
bushes there, I'm a little bit afraid. 
And everything is .so awfully quiet. 
And the air Is cold. It isn't very 
nice here. Let's go home, shall 
we?" 

But I would answer — "Just wait 
a little while, son. Look at the 
edge of the sky yonder. Do you 
seo those orange coloured rays 
shining dimly? Yes? Well watch 
them closely." 

We would sit there and watch as 
the rays turned to scarlet and 
golden and crystal. We would see 
the great ball of fire creep up over 
the edge of space. The dampness 
would arise from the earth, and 
the darkness would be dispelled. 
The disconcerting stillness would 
surge softly away, as the birds in 
the trees lifted their sweet voices 
in paeans of praise. What had 
been frightening black patches in 
the bushes would now be attractive 
shady nooks. 

I would ask my little companion 
how he liked our vigil now. We 
can readily imagine hi B enthusiast- 
ic boyish answer. He would say, 
"Oh, I'm not a bit scared now! 
Everything 1b wonderful new that 
the sun is risen. Look at those 
flowers opening. Just listen to 
those birds. You'd think they 
would hurt their throats tho way 
they sing." 

And I would say to hirn— "That, 
son, is EASTER." The whole 
world was like that dreadful, 
frightening night until Jesus arose 
from tho dead. Men were afraid 
of the darkness of death. This 
world seemed cold and chill, Juat 
as tho night was to you a fow 
hours ago. And If Jesus had never 
risen, the world would havo re- 
mained in black darkness. JJut 
"The Sun of Righteousness hath 
arisen with healing In His wings. 
The world has had its Sunrise— 
it's EaBter."

friends, we said much more about 
this wonderful dawning of bright- 
ness. But we must omit much of 
it. However, the conclusion of the 
matter was this: — Who are those 
people that derive great benefit 
from the healing rays of the sun — 
the physical sun which rises to 
bless us each morning? Surely it 
is those who EXPOSE themselves 
to the sun's rays. As I sit in my 
study, or work in my cellar, the 
sun does me no good whatsoever.

He said that 
because of the different systems 
of maintenance and other factors, 
there was a prejudice against UjS. 
planes In the first year of the war. 
He listed the Tomahawks, Martins, 
Marylands and Liberators as 
among "the best planes made 
now/' 

He left Pickering College and 
went to England to join the R.A.F. 
At the outbreak of war he received 
a commission and was posted to 

the Middle East at Aden. He re- 
turned to Canada partly by air.

I said. I stood it just so long and 

then threatened to hit him with 
the cue if he didn't behave him- 
self. He didn'l stop, so I picked 
up the cue, and- 1 can't say if I hit 
him or missed him, but he made a 
charge at me and knocked me over 
the stove with him on top of me. 
Mr. Jarvis came over and ? totfk 
hold of him. I had three ribs 
broken, and was in York County 
hospital for t#o -weeks. The same 
thing has been going on for quite 
awhile/' 

"Why does he do it?"-askod 
Corwn Attorney Mathews. 

'Must fun for him, I guess/' re- 
plied Mr. Brockelbank. 

Dr. Q. E. Case testified that he 
attended the accused at Jarvis' 
home at 6.30 a.m. March 24 and 
found three .ribs broken. "He 
lives alone and has-no one to look 
after him so I took him to the hos- 
pital/' stated 1 the doctor. "There 
was quite a reaction from the in- 
jury. He had a temperature of 104 
and was threatened with pneu- 
monia. His hospital and doctor 
bills would amount to between $50 
and ?60." 

"There were three or four sitting 
around and I saw Mr. Brockelbank 
iak6 a stick and say, 'If you don't 
leave me alone and stop torment- 
ing me I'll hit you with this stick/' 
stated Mr. Jarvis. "I turned my 
back for a second and heard an 
awful noise. Brockelbank was on 

the floor and Vaughan was on top 

of him. I've told Vaughan time 

after time to stay out because he 
bothers this man all the time. 
Some others do too. They poke 
hiirt and sometimes get bottles of 
pop and shake them, and it flie3 
all over his head." 

"A lot of things he said aren't 
right/' said accused. "There were 
three or four of us in there tor- 
menting him a bit, and he hit me 
with the cue. I grabbed at him to 
take the cue and fell over on top 
of him. Jarvis never threw me 
out. I went out." 

"Anyone who assaults another is 
liable to a maximum prison term 
of three years/* warned His Wor- 
ship. "Any boy nineteen years of 
age who enjoys teasing a man his 
age ought to be ashamed of him- 
self. You have got to the age now 
when you should have some sense. 
As- far as the civil end of this case 
is concerned, it can be collected at 
another court. I am going to make 
the Que ?5 because the costs are 
$20.50. If you como hack here 
again we'll make it both jail and 
fine." 

Sylvester Tobin, aged 27, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of vagrancy and 
was fined $1 and $2.75 costs or 15 
days. He paid the fine. 

"On Sunday night. April 5, I re- 
ceived a call from Mr. Mitchell 
and found the accused man in his 
barn," testified Constable Ronald 
Watt. "He had gone into the barn 
without the permission of Mr.

'"On March 16, from information 
received from Dr. Beattie I quest- 
ioned the accused at her home."

On March 22nd 
fconstablo Morton and 1 1 again 
questioned Ijcr and sho admitted 
there hadn't been a man and said 
her story wasn't correct., Sho said
